Alter wracking my b rain an d 
testing all su b mitted su ggestio n s 
here is a method th at wo rk s fo r 
me. 
Don’t try 
to remo v e can dle 
drippings fro m fu rn itu re immed­ 
iately. Leave 
it o v ern igh t u n til it 
is completely so lidified. 
Tear off a b ig p iece o f alu min ­ 
um foil (not p lastic wrap as th is 
will ruin the fin ish ) an d lay o v er 
the damaged 
area. 
Get a small 
terry clo th h an d 
to wel or large wash clo th an d 
dip it in very h o t water, o r ru n 
it under th e h o t water tap u n til 
it is co mp letely satu rated, th en 
wring it o u t th o ro u gh ly . 
Take th e h o t, steamy , fo lded 
to wel an d lay it o n to p o f th e 
foil fo r ab o u t th ree min u tes — 
being very carfu l n o t to let th e 
damp to wel to u ch th e wo o d su r­ 
face. It mu st stay o n th e fo il. 
Lift the fo il u p an d see if th e 
wax is 
in so ft fo rm. It sh o u ld 
look like biscuit do u gh ! If it 
isn’t, try another 
steam to wel. 
(This depends on how much wax 
is piled up on your tab le to p .) 
Then . . , using your h an d, 
just pick up that wad of wax. 
It should literally slide off. 
While the wood is still warm 
take some facial tissues and rub 
real hard with the grain 
o f th e 
wfood, and you will have nary a 
scratch or any of that nasty wax 
dripping left. 
And that’s all there is to it. 
Remember: Be sure to use a 
big piece of foil before applying 
the hot steam towel.

let

Never hold a hot steam iro n 
above wax on furniture.

er fluid as this remo v es all o f
